DOWN IN THE TUBE 

The re-opening of the Hamptons Subway took 
place last Monday morning at 8 a.m. with a 
ribbon-cutting on the sidewalk above the 
Southampton Station entrance. Hamptons Mayor 
Charlie Brady spoke first about the importance of 
the subway to the community, thanked everyone, 
and then used the big scissors to cut the ribbon 
halfway. After that, he walked to the side six feet 
and tossed the scissors back to Commissioner Bill 
Aspinall, who stood where the half-cut ribbon 
was and spoke—there was no crowd—about how 
Hamptons Subway was the first subway system 
on the East End to open up, how they had jumped 
the gun by opening up a week ahead of any 
official announcement or mandate from Governor 
Cuomo, and then he made the last half of the cut, 
causing the ribbon to come fluttering down. With 
that, the Hampton Auxiliary Marching Band 
tuba player, in full uniform, played all three 


stanzas of “Hurrah for the Red, White 
and Blue,” after which Chief of Police 
James Brody declared the Hamptons 
Subway open. 


NEW RULES FOR THE SUBWAY 

The trains are now running 
throughout the subway system at 
their regular eight-minute intervals, 
but the approval for their use requires 
that all straphangers wear masks and 
gloves and sit at least six feet apart 
from all other customers on the trains. 
There is no standing on the subway. 
As a result, there can be only six passengers in 
any car on the train, after which the train will be 
considered full. 

To enforce this rule, the government will 
dispatch 48 fully armed members of the National 
Guard to stand on the sidewalk out front of each 
of the 24 subway station entrances, one on each 
side of the stairs. They also are equipped with a 
free-standing illuminated sign they will set up 
by the entrances, on which will be displayed the 
number of subway goers they let down the steps. 
Since there are eight cars to each subway train,

they will stop anyone from going down the steps 
when the number reaches 48—the capacity of the 
cars. Prospective subway goers can see at a glance 
if they will be let down the stairs. But then the 
number will renew to 0 every eight minutes, so it 
is not too bad. 

The National Guardsman will also be equipped 
with a metal index-finger laser device. They will 
touch the nose of every prospective rider and will 
-turn away anyone who tests COVID- 

19 positive by lighting up the nose 
red. Best for people to know this 
ahead of time. 

Also, the cost of a subway ride, once 
you get down to the turnstiles, will 
no longer be $2.75. For the duration 
of this crisis, the cost will be $30.25, 
to cover the cost of all the above. 
Be sure you have enough on your 
subway card to cover this new price. 
If the amount on the card is low, 
you can replenish the cards using the 
automated card-replenish machines 
we have borrowed from the New York 

Subway system, which you will find now on. 
every platform—if you get past the National 
Guardsmen. If not, replenish your card using the 
automated machine we have by the front door 
of the Hamptons Subway building in Hampton 
Bays. Or you can do it all later on the ca 
when you get well. 

Finally, after this crisis ends, we will be 
returning these machines and will once again 
have the unionized token agents back in their 
regular jobs, replenishing and dispensing cards 
from their token booths. —

A DEEP DIVE INTO HPD’S ABYSS FORCE 
Following recent revelations from their summer 
2020 budget, the Hamptons Police Department 
shared details about a specific, standout line 
item: The new, deep-sea law enforcement team, 
currently called “Abyss Force.” c 

According to HPD spokesman Rex Gallant, the 
Department had intentionally remained mum 
about Abyss Force, knowing full well they would 
have to speak about it after releasing the new 
budget, which sets $3,506,000 aside for the 
program. “Being that Abyss Force is an untested 
and very new endeavor, we've kept the costs 
down as much as possible,” Gallant said. “This 
includes $120,000 to pay our new Abyss Force 
Chief, Vern Jewels; $66,000 to train six of our 
existing officers to take on their new roles—that’s

The official announcement,

HPD reports that the 
new team will be specially 
trained and equipped to 
traverse and patrol wide 
swaths of the sea, from the 
ocean basin (or floor) all the 
way up to the epipelagic zone, 
and everything in between. 
“The team will primarily work 
down in the dark,” Gallant told 
Dan’s Papers. “Their training 
will have them functioning 
optimally in the abyssopelagic 
and bathypelagic zones, which 
is quite deep and beyond the sun’s reach.” 

Gallant acknowledged that Abyss Force will 
do a great deal of recovery work, finding sunken 
ships and assets, but he said there are also natural 
threats and human crimes at these depths. “You’d 
be surprised what else goes on down there,” 
Gallant pointed out. “Our team will keep a 
vigilant watch and stop all manner of beasts from 
crossing our borders into the shallows, where 
local swimmers and boaters are most vulnerable, 
and they'll stand against smuggling and other 
crimes when those problems arise.”

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Parking Lots, Pizza & Patience 


An encounter between two cars and the reimagining of reopening 
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Cars zipped through a local shopping center parking lot on this sunny 
Saturday, pulling in and out of spaces, sometimes with abandon, successfully 
avoiding the pedestrians toting food and home goods and other purchases to their 
vehicles. Entrances and exits and the roads leading to them outside this bustling 


‘center of commerce hadn’t seen this much action since the Ides of March, or 


thereabouts. 

Welcome to the first weekend of May on the East End. Aside from masks on most 
faces, you’d hardly know this was the age of the new normal. 

It was a scene playing out across Long Island as hints of summertime revealed 
themselves. Backups of cars at the stop signs controlling flow within the parking lot 
were longer, and tempers at these intersections, in some cases, shorter. There were a 
mix of smiles and waves, to be sure, along with those aforementioned birds, flipped 
in roughly the same proportion to the friendlier gestures as one might expect from 
ghosts of holiday weekends past. Civility and random acts of kindness and helping 
others still reign as the order of the day here, so the flying fingers actually came as 
something of a surprise. 

A green Range Rover slowing to a stop sign. The white Kia behind it thinking the 
caution and safety measure inherent in that red, octagonal order was optional. The 
birdie flip out of the Kia’s driver-side window accompanied by a long honk and a 
rev of the engine as he swerved around the Range Rover in the requisite ’m-going- 
to-speed-by-you-just-so-you-know-how-pissed-off-I-am maneuver that so often 
punctuates these exchanges. 

“What’s the f---ing rush?” the driver in the Range Rover shouted out his open 
window as the Kia blew right past the stop sign. He then sped through the 
intersection himself and headed for the exit, where he slowed but did not fully stop 
for his right-on-red departure. 

I typically try to give people the benefit of the doubt. Maybe there was an 
emergency and this guy in the Kia needed to move quickly. Perhaps he was late for 
work or needed to pick up some urgently needed supplies. So I watched. The man 
pulled into a spot, got out of his car...and picked up a pizza. He carried it from the 
curb to his car, put it on his passenger-side seat, sat there for a few moments on what 
appeared to be a phone call (unless he was talking to himself) and then drove off. 

The rush, it seems, was simply that he didn’t want to wait. 

It had nothing to do with whether either or both performers in this one-act play 
were from “here” or “there.” Kia Guy wasn’t the only one moving at a get-the-hell- 
out-of-my-way pace last weekend, and Range Rover not the only one pushed to go 
a bit faster than he might normally have gone. This is no doubt a scene that will be 
replicated, in one way or another, as the days and weeks go by. 

You can feel the sense of rush building all around us. A building pressure to open 
up, to get out there, to do. You see it not just in parking lots but on the news, you 
read about it in countless stories and hear about it in more and more conversations 
as summer approaches. Anyone who has been on a line for coffee or bagels or an 
outdoor table at name-your-restaurant on a summer weekend night here knows that 
patience is not everyone’s strong suit. 

Our local officials have spoken with reason and calm these recent weeks about 
“the opening” addressing the safety concerns and the sense of urgency that underlies 
businesses getting back to business and more people getting out into the world. 
This must be done right, in the right timeframe, whatever that is. Experts are right 
when they say we need to have a plan in place for increased testing, for thousands 
upon thousands of contact tracers to be ready to act, for how to handle isolation and 
treatment for new cases if and when a new spike occurs. 

However and whenever “the opening up” arrives, let’s be ready for changes and 
challenges, locally and beyond, that will accompany this move. There is no going 
back in time. The old status quo is history. Curbside pickup and contactless delivery 
are not going away when that first door opens. Social distancing will define every 
interaction for the foreseeable future. Healthcare workers will remain on frontlines, 
seniors and those at higher risk will still need our help. Masks will be the must-have 
accessory of summer—not to keep you safe, as doctors have said time and again, but 
to keep others safe. 

Things will be different, but we can succeed. Governor Cuomo used the term 
“reimagine” in conjunction with “reopen” a few weeks ago, and that idea remains 
apt. Patience, planning and doing things differently while moving ahead. 

You, all of us, are not alone in feeling the lure of that rush to reopen. And there 
have been signs of hope, here and there, for that to happen. It will. In stages. Under 


_ scrutiny and within serious parameters. When it does, there will be an urge to 


rush for, well, just about everything. But that doesn’t mean we should go barreling 
through stop signs, disregarding safety, flipping the bird to new regulations, 
common sense and the sense of civility and social awareness that has, throughout

The East End can be very windy, so I use the 
truck to serve double duty and block the wind. 
I have a large aluminum cookie tray and glass 
or wood palettes with the paints I have selected 
ready to mix.

East End Towns and Villages Announce New Beach Parking Rules 


ie addition to local social distancing and mask 
guidelines, many towns and villages have recently 
changed the rules on beach parking, swimming and 
facilities to lower the number of visitors. Keep this 
guide in mind the next time you're craving a seaside 
stroll, the next time you're planning a seaside stroll, 
and keep checking DansPapers.com for updates as we 
get closer to summer. 


EAST HAMPTON VILLAGE 
The Village of East Hampton will not issue daily 
parking passes starting May 15.
